MPP says Fort 
Erie has more in

Every 10 years the 
Government of Canada looks 
at electoral boundaries in rela¬ 
tion to what communities 
share in their riding. 

There was a proposed 
change to the riding of Fort 
Erie, Niagara Falls and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, which 
would have removed Fort Erie 
from the riding and placed it 
in the Welland riding. 

MPP Kim Craitor lobbied to 
keep Fort Erie with Niagara 
Falls and Niagara-on-the-Lake 
because of the common inter¬ 
ests and bonds the three com¬ 
munities have. 

“There is a formula in place, 
which states what the popula¬ 
tion of a riding should be. 
They felt this riding was too 
big population- wise for one 
MPP to handle," said Craitor.

He saw an ad in the news¬ 
paper that said there would 
be a federal meeting regard¬ 
ing the matter, so he put 
together a presentation and 
brought it to the meeting. 

"I asked them to not look 
at the populations and look 
at the community interests. 
The three communities 
share common health care 
issues, they share Niagara 
Parks, the river and the 
three mayors work often 


together on various items,” 
he said. 

Following the meeting he 
contacted the chamber and 
put together a Leave the 
Boundaries Alone petition 
that received overwhelm¬ 
ing support from the peo¬ 
ple of Fort Erie. 

“I haven't talked to any¬ 
one who was in support of 
severing Fort Erie from this 
riding,” said Craitor. 

Under the current for¬ 
mula the riding of Fort Erie, 
Niagara Falls and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake have a popu¬ 


lation of 128,357, which is 
20.85 per cent above the 
provincial quota. 

“When I was first elected 
I didn’t have Fort Erie, I 
had Thorold South, which I 
thought was strange. In 
2007 that changed and I 
picked up Fort Erie. I think 
an MPP can represent a 
riding this large and pro¬ 
vide good services to each 
community,” said Craitor. 

The Commission has 
submitted its report 
redrawing the province’s 
federal electoral map to the 


Chief Electoral Officer of 
Canada, who sent it to the 
Speaker of the House of 
Commons. The report has 
been tabled, and members 
of Parliament will have a 
chance to review the report 
and file objections to it in 
the coming weeks. 

Craitor is urging the peo¬ 
ple in the riding to show 
their support to keep Fort 
Erie in this riding by con¬ 
tacting MP Rob Nicholson. 

"The only way Fort Erie 
would be removed is if a 
Federal Member of 


Parliament wants to amend 
the report submitted by the 
commission. It shouldn’t 
happen, but you can’t just 
sit back on it. It’s important 
for the people to make sure 
that the MP knows that 
they want to keep Fort Erie 
as part of this riding,” said 
Craitor. 

The Commission also 
received persuasive sub¬ 
missions that the Cities of 
Port Colborne, Welland 
and Thorold all had a com¬ 
munity of interest linked to 
the Welland Canal, thus

Fort Erie is not among the 
14 horse-racing tracks that 
signed a new deal with the 
province during the week- 

That’s because it was a 
slots-rental agreement and 
Fort Erie — along with 
Windsor and Hiawatha — no 
longer host slots facilities. 

But Sue Leslie, chairwom- 
anoftheFortErie Live Racing 
Consortium, says the prov¬ 
ince remains interested in 
considering the town for 
transition money many 
believe is needed to keep the 
116-year-old border oval 
from closing. 

“I can confirm there are 
conversations and negotia¬ 
tions going on between the 
government and Fort Erie for 
transition money,” said 
Leslie, who is also president 
oftheHorsemen'sBenevolent 
and Protective Association of 
Ontario. 

Despite the province 
announcing last year it was 
weaning the horse-racing 
industry off slot-machine 
revenue, it’s now pledging to 
make room in its future gam¬ 
ing strategy for the racing 

Under former premier 
Dalton McGuinty, the Liberal 
government eliminated slots 
revenue-sharing with the 
province’s horse-racing 
industry, leading to the clo¬ 
sure of slots at the Fort Erie 


Race Track last May. Nearly 
300 people were put out of 

Ontario racetracks used to 
receive a share of the prov¬ 
ince’s slots revenue, which 
last year totaRed $345 mil¬ 
lion. In ending the revenue 
sharing, the McGuinty gov¬ 
ernment called it a "subsidy,” 
which angered the track 
industry. 

The new deal is expected 
to reinstate about $200 mil¬ 
lion taken from the track 
industry, though Premier 
Kathleen Wynne warns the 
industry will be smaller than 

It’s still unclear exactly 
how the province’s racetracks 
will be brought into the gam¬ 
ing strategy, but the province 
says it will “ensure more rev¬ 
enue streams for racetracks.” 

Now that the Ontario 
Lottery and Gaming has 
reached agreements in prin¬ 
cipal with all 14 race tracks 
that host slots facilities, Leslie 
said the province can focus 
on the three tracks that don't, 
such as Fort Erie. 

The town has submitted a 
proposal to the province. 

“There are a lot of reasons 
why Fort Erie should contin¬ 
ue to operate, one of them 
being we need an alternative 
for horses that don’t meet 
the requirements of larger 
tracks like Woodbine,” Leslie 
said. "We need (class) B thor¬ 
oughbred racing.

Why does Fort Erie have a target on its back for the province?

Why does it seem like 
Fort Erie has a target on its 
back as the provincial gov¬ 
ernment lays in the bushes 
with its finger on the trig¬ 
ger? 

Severe cuts to our health 
care services, provincial wet¬ 
land legislation, constant 


annual uncertainty about 
the Fort Erie Racetrack and 
more issues I don't have the 
time and space to list are all 
things on die minds of local 
politicians and residents. 

The Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium has worked 
tirelessly to engage the prov¬ 
ince, along with the govern¬ 
ment's own Liberal MPP 
Kim Craitor, to agree on a 
plan for the racetrack. But to 
no avail, at least by this 
week's press time on 
Tuesday, no answer has 
been given about the 116- 
year-old border oval's 

Although I try to remain 
optimistic (it's how I was 


raised), the government and 
the horse racing transition 
panel should have realized 
months ago that people 
involved in the horse racing 
industry at the local level, 
can't just sit around and wait 
for the final verdict. 

In a regular year, many 
owners and trainers would 
already be getting ready to 
move into their barns, but 
this season...there is no indi- 
cationofwhetherornotthey 
will be eventually. 

Even if the province does 
provide funding for the Fort 
Erie Racetrack in 2013, will 
there be enough participa¬ 
tion to fill the field? 

It's my assumption that 


many people who would 
normally spend the season 
at Fort Erie Racetrack have 
already begun inquiring 
with other tracks to see if 
there is room for them. Or, 
they have already officially 
decided that they will race 
elsewhere in 2013, even 
though they would prefer to 
be in Fort Erie. 

Everyone is co-operating. 
Even the track's owners 
agreed to reduce rent for the 
consortium, a gesture that 
shows that everyone is on 
board to date, except for the 
government. 

Another matter being 
handled at the provincial 
level that I find confusing, is 


the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing's actions 
related to a proposed resi¬ 
dential development in 
north Bridgeburg. 

The government ministry 
filed with the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB), 
challenging decisions made 
by the Town of Fort Erie and 
Niagara Region that essen¬ 
tially approved the develop¬ 
ment to move ahead. 

The OMB ruled in favour 
of the development and 
most people would think it 
ended at that. 

The provincial ministry 
has since appealed the 
OMB's decision and it will 


now be handled in court. 

Why does the govern¬ 
ment have the OMB in place 
to scrutinize decisions, if a 
ruling can be challenged by 
the government that over- 

That's like a jury deter¬ 
mining someone is inno¬ 
cent, but says they should 
still serve time because they 
don't like the defendant's 
hairstyle. 

That's an exaggeration, 
but I hope you see my point.

Fort Erie residents are 
justified to ask Niagara 
Falls Liberal MPP Kim 
Craitor tough questions in 
light of no deal having 
been announced to con¬ 
tinue live racing at the 
historic Fort Erie Race 
Track, Ontario PC 
Economic Development, 
Trade and Employment 
Critic Monte McNaughton 
said this morning.

"I think it’s a real shame 
that Kim Craitor is busy 
trying to score political 
points, getting peoples 
hopes up that there will 
be an announcement by 
Monday, but here we are 
on Tuesday morning and 
Fort Erie is left waiting.” 

On Friday, media 
reports show that Craitor 
had stated that an 
announcement specific to 
the local track in Fort Erie 
would come on Monday. 
The Fort Erie Race Track 
is one of only two thor¬ 
oughbred race tracks in 
Ontario and home to the 
second jewel of Canada’s 
Triple Crown, but as of 
Tuesday morning, no deal 
for Fort Erie has been 
announced. 

“Kim Craitor may have 


overplayed his hand on 
this one,” McNaughton 
said. “Considering how 
hard Fort Erie has been 
hit and the fact that Kim 
Craitor has been able to 
do nothing to get the 
attention of his political 
bosses in Toronto, I can 
see that he would want to 
take credit on a deal for 
the Fort Erie Race Track, 
but blindly choosing a 
date and saying there will 
be a deal just won't get it 
done.

A leading U.S. call centre 
that set up shop in Fort Erie 
in 2011 is closing. 

InfoCision, a contract- 
centre provider for Rogers 
Communications, is closing 
its Garrison Rd. office at the 
end of March. The office had 
more than 100 employees, 
but was gradually laying 
people off since January 
after Rogers cancelled its 
contract with them, said Jim 
Hubert, general manager of 
the Fort Erie Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation. 

"We are impacted very 
greatly by global econom¬ 
ics," said Thibert. "This has 
nothing to do with Fort Erie 
or the Fort Erie labour force. 
We are just collateral dam¬ 
age." 

Thibert said he was told 
Monday by an InfoCision 
company official of the call 
centre's impending closure. 
He was also told employees 
would be receiving their sev¬ 
erance packages. 


“Unfortunately we are 
unable to continue our oper¬ 
ations in Fort Erie due to the 
loss of our sole client sup¬ 
porting the center,” 
InfoCision chief of staff Steve 
Brubaker said in an e-mail 
statement Wednesday. “We 
do want to point out that this 
is in no way a reflection on 
Fort Erie as a community or 
the great people who have 
worked with us since our 
opening July 2011. 

“InfoCision has provided 
all current employees with 
paid notice and we are work¬ 
ing with local officials to 
ensure employees receive 
training and employment 
assistance during this diffi¬ 
cult transition. We are hon¬ 
ouring our commitments 
and doing what is right in 
this situation for the com¬ 
pany and our employees.” 

Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin said company offi¬ 
cials were at one time work¬ 
ing with the town to try and 
find their own building 
instead of leasing the space 
above Uncle Sam's Bingo. 

"It's a sad day," said 
Martin. "They were a great

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Workers don't want to see assets removed until they are paid

A dispute between for¬ 
mer employees of Vertis 
Communications in 
Stevensville and Quad/ 
Graphics Marketing will 
most likely be resolved in a 
courtroom and not on the 
picket line. 

And, it will likely take 
some time before all the 
legal issues are ironed out. 

On Thursday, lawyers 
representing both the 
workers, who are members 
of the Communications, 
Energy and Paperworks 
Union of Canada, and 


Quad/Graphics appeared 
in the Superior Court of 
Justice in St. Catharines to 
try and resolve some issues 
regarding what has been 
taking place on the picket 
line. 

“Our client wants to 
access the plant and get 
their materials out," said 
lawyer Lorenzo Lisi, from 
the Toronto law firm Aird 
& Berlis, who filed an 
injunction motion on 
behalf of Quad/Graphics, 
who bought the assets 
inside the closed 
Stevensville printing plant. 

Lisi said the workers 
have no right to stop trucks 
from going in and out of

plant and their dispute is 
with Vertis, not Quad/ 
Graphics. 

Lawyer Denis Ellickson, 
who represents the union, 
said Vertis has told the 
workers they have no 
money, so the only thing 
that remains are the assets. 
The workers are owed 
money and they don’t want 
to see any assets removed 
until they are paid what Is 
owed to them. 

More than 100 workers 
at the Eagle St. printing 
plant found themselves 
out of work in January 
when their jobs were ter¬ 
minated without severance 
pay. 

The plant has been 


closed, but the equipment 
has been purchased by 
Quad/Graphics, which is 
in the process of having it 
removed and taken to 
another location. 

The workers claim they 
are owed about $2.7 mil- 

Vertis Communication’s 
U. S. parent company filed 
for bankruptcy protection 
last summer. 

Vertis announced in 
October that Wisconsin- 
based Quad/Graphics had 
agreed to acquire most of 
its assets but they weren’t 
interested in the Fort Erie 
location. 

Lisi told court there was 
an incident last Friday 


when a transport truck was 
blocked from getting 
through the picket line. 

“We are between a rock 
and a hard place," said Lisi, 
adding his client has 
turned to the courts to get 
some relief from what has 
happened. 

The union’s lawyer 
argued there was no block¬ 
age and people were get¬ 
ting in and out. 

"The truck was held up, 
but then it left on its own,” 
said Ellickson. 

Justice Robert 

Nightingale explained that 
the workers can picket, but 
"the law doesn't give them 
more rights than that” and 
if they have any concerns 


about what is happening 
with the assets, there are 
legal avenues that can be 
explored. 

He noted that just 
because the company is 
from the United States that 
doesn’t prevent anyone 
from bringing action 
against them. 

Lawyers for the two sides 
have agreed to come up 
with a “picket protocol” 
that will outline how long a 
vehicle can be stopped. 

Aftercourt, DanWickson, 
president of the union’s 
Local 425-G, said his mem¬ 
bers “don't want to break 
any laws, but we are owed 
$2.7 million and we are not 
going away.” 


Region s administrator leaving his post 


Corporate 
administration 
director taking 
position with 
Ministry of Health 


Another high-level 
bureaucrat has joined the 
exodus of top managers 
from Niagara Region. 

Corporate administra¬ 
tion director Mike Weir 
has accepted a position 
with the Ontario Ministry 
of Health, confirmed 
Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs. 

CAO Mike Trojan said 
Weir will leave in early 
April for his new position 
as an assistant deputy 
minister. 


Weir is the latest upper- 
level bureaucrat to leave 
the Region since mid- 
2012. 

Former clerk Kevin Bain 
retired, while former cor¬ 
porate services commis¬ 
sioner Brian Hutchings 
and deputy treasurer 
Bryan Boles both jumped 
to Brock University, one 
after the other. 

Burroughs said none of 
the departing staff have 
blamed an oft-fractious 
regional council for their 
departure, and he said 
Weir's move puts him 
closer to his family. 
Nevertheless, he said 
councillors must show 
more respect for Regional 
bureaucrats. 

And he pointed out 
while the Region is restrict¬ 
ing pay for management, 
the private sector is not, 


giving staff opportunities 
to go elsewhere for more 
money. 

“It’s a combination of a 
whole bunch of things. 
We’ve lost some great peo¬ 
ple," he said. 

He said he is still con¬ 
cerned with what the 
Region is left with. 

On council’s part, he 
said staff often meticu¬ 
lously take issues through 
council subcommittees, 
only to run into repeat 
questions and resistance 
at standing committees 
and regional council. 

“(That) is their right, I 
understand that. But we’re 
not respecting the part 
that, wow, a whole team 
have already done a lot of 
work. Doesn’t mean we 
accept it carte blanche," 
Burroughs said. 

"Working with staff is 


critical and not against 
staff. None of them have 
said that’s why they’re 
leaving, but it's part of a 
healthy atmosphere.” 

Trojan said Weir spent 
three years at the Region 
but has worked for the 
province before. 

“He’s a bit of a provin¬ 
cial guy and he's heading 
back there,” he said. “It's a 
good move for him.” 

He said he sees the com¬ 
ing vacancy as a chance to 
give an up-and-coming 
Regional manager some 
time to shine in the role in 
the interim while the 
Region looks for a replace- 

"There’s always chal¬ 
lenges when you lose peo¬ 
ple. We’ve overcome these 
types of challenges in the 
past and we will again,” he

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Jury finds Hope guilty of murder 


> Defence lawyer 
says Hope shot 
Tyrone 

Johnston because 
he felt his own life 
was in danger 


Robert Hope collapsed in 
tears as a jury found him 
guilty of second-degree 
murder on Friday in con¬ 
nection with the shooting 
death of Tyrone Johnston 
more than three years ago. 

A number of the jurors 
were also brought to tears 
when the jury foreman read 
in the verdict after almost 
20 hours of deliberations 
over three days. 

The 26-year-old Fort Erie 
man was on trial in Welland 
Superior Court on charges 
of first-degree murder and 
using a firearm to commit 
an indictable offence. 

His lawyer, Deborah Loft, 
had argued his client 
should be found not guilty

of any charges because he 
shot Johnston, 32, in self 
defence on Oct. 4, 2009. 

She said Hope believed 
Johnston was reaching for 
a gun after a verbal alterca¬ 
tion at a child's birthday 
party at a Drummond Rd. 
townhouse complex. 

The Crown maintained 
Hope chased the man and 
shot him in the back as he 
was running away. 

Assistant Crown attorney 
Bob Mahler told QMI 
Agency Niagara he was 
pleased with the outcome. 

"The jury, on the evi¬ 
dence they heard, came to 


a fair and just verdict," he 

After the verdict, Judge 
Ann Tucker asked the sev¬ 
en-woman, five-man jury 
to return to the delibera¬ 
tions room in order to make 
recommendations on when 
Hope should be eligible for 

A conviction of second- 
degree murder carries a life 
sentence with no possibili¬ 
ty of parole for between 10 
and 25 years. 

When making a recom¬ 
mendation, the judge told 
the jurors to take into con¬ 
sideration Hope's charac-

ter, the nature of the offence 
and the circumstances of 
the offence. 

The majority of the jurors 
recommended Hope be eli¬ 
gible for parole after ten 
years, which is the mini- 


The judge can accept or 
reject the recommenda¬ 
tions when Hope returns to 
court July 4 for sentencing. 

The adjornment, court 
heard, will allow members 
of Johnston's family to write 
victim impact statements 
which will be read into 

A long-time Johnston 
friend who did not want to 
be identified spoke on 
behalf of his family and 
friends. 

"Tyrone was not perfect 
and may have had his fair 
share of run ins with the 
law but he was a good per¬ 
son with a big heart," she 
said, adding Johnston is 
"dearly missed" by his fam¬ 
ily, friends, common-law 
wife and his children. 

"We think about you all 
the time. It is still so hard to 
believe you are gone. We 
know you are looking down 
on us with your contagious 
smile. You are forever in

Ontario should cast an 
eye toward boosting busi¬ 
nesses come budget time, 
says the CEO of Greater 
Niagara Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Walter Sendzik said sup¬ 
port for small- and medi¬ 
um-sized businesses 
should be on Premier 
Kathleen Wynne’s radar 
when the governing 
Liberals present their bud¬ 
get later this year. 

He said 90% of Niagara’s 
businesses are small- to 
mid-sized, and they’re key 
to growth here. 

“If we’re going to grow 
our economy, it’s going to 
go through business," he 
said. “Government is not in 
a position to grow the 
economy. Businesses are.” 

Sendzik’s hopes for busi¬ 
ness policies — creating 
opportunities and remov¬ 
ing red tape — are among 
items on local wish lists for 
the province’s fiscal road 

Wynne, chosen last 


month to replace former 
premier Dalton McGuinty, 
will have to face a confi¬ 
dence vote when she brings 
the budget forward. If the 
Progressive Conservatives 
and the New Democratic 
Party both refuse to back it, 
it will mean an election. 

That likely means a bud¬ 
get geared toward appeal¬ 
ing to the NDP, since the 
Tories don’t seem to want 
to play ball, said Brock 
University political science 
professor David Siegel. 
And, he said, it would likely 
be short on new revenue. 

"She might have to fight 
an election on this budget,” 
he said. 

He said Niagara Region 
will be looking for provin¬ 
cial help with social ser¬ 
vices and social housing. 

"The long-term trend is 
the provincial government 
has made a commitment to 
upload social assistance- 
type expenses,” Siegel said. 

But he said there are 
concerns it’s not happen¬ 
ing fast enough, and the 
province doesn’t have the 
loose change to take it all 


“It’s huge,” he said of the 
expense. "That’s why the 
province can only (upload) 
it in steps.” 

But he said this budget 
probably won’t be a boon 
to municipalities. 

And he said while some 
regional types are hoping 
for word on a proposed 
south Niagara highway, he 
does not expect it to be 
addressed. 

Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs is not pinning 
hopes on budget boons, 
though. 

“I would like a budget 
that the other parties can 
at least get enough support 
to not go to an election. It’s 
not a good time,” he said. 

He said the region is 
finalizing its priorities for 
Niagara Week, its yearly 
lobbying spree at Queen’s 
Park. 

“I don’t expect to see 
these items in any budget,” 
he said. 

“I would say it’s more of 
a settlement kind of bud¬ 
get, a compromise bud¬ 
get." 


St. Catharines man recovering 
after gorge accident

It was supposed to be a 
harmless hike in the gorge. 

And that's all it was, until 
an accident forced a 23-year- 
old St. Catharines man to get 
airlifted to a Hamilton hos- 

A large rock dislodged 
while the man was hiking 
and fell on his back leaving 
him with serious, but non¬ 
life threatening injuries 
Sunday afternoon. 

Rick Fast, one of the 
group's 10 hikers, said he 
decided to take advantage of 
the warm weather and head 
to the Niagara Glen. 

"It was actually (the injured 
man's) idea to go," said Fast, 
declining to release his 
friend's name. "We were hik¬ 
ing for about an hour before 
it happened." 

Fast said his friend began 
climbing a slope near the 
river's edge not far off the 
marked trail and put his 
hand on one of the rocks. 

"It came loose and as it 
did, my friend jumped out of 


the way and it came down 
and hit his back in the shoul¬ 
der area," said Fast. 

He estimated the rock was 
about three-feet wide and 
said he was told by Niagara 
Parks Police it weighed about 
500 pounds. 

Niagara Parks Police Chief 
Doug Kane said as of Monday 
afternoon, the man was still 
listed in stable condition and 
is staying in Hamilton 
General Hospital for further 
assessment. 

He said occasional hikers 
don't need to worry about 
the glen being unsafe. The 
last time a person was 
injured because of a falling 
rock was two years ago, Kane 

While large rocks falling 
aren't a frequent occurrence, 
people should pay extra 
attention to hazardous con¬ 
ditions especially in the 
spring time. 

"The frost from the cold 
weather certainly takes its 
toll on the features in the 
glen," he said. "Sometimes 
frost gets in the cracks of the 
rock and loosens them up 
and the ground certainly

shifts." 

Kane said officers and 
Niagara Parks Commission 
staff frequently inspect the 
trails to monitor conditions, 
but recognizes people often 
tend to hike off the marked 
trails. 

"Your level of risk increas¬ 
es as you veer off the marked 
trails," he said. 

Niagara Helicopters flew 
the injured man out of the 
gorge while an ORNGE air 
ambulance took him to a 
Hamilton hospital. 

Drugs or alcohol were not 
a factor, said Kane.
